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The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art of 
record fails to teach or suggest composition having the specific combination of proportions 
recited in the instant claims that are necessary to obtain the recited properties to substitute 
for dimensional wood lumber. While the prior art may broadly disclose compositions that 
appear to overlap the compositional ranges of the instant claims, there is no single product 
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instant claims are limited to a lumber product for building construction such that the instant 
claims do not fall within the scope of a retaining wall and the publication claims do not fall 
within the commonly accepted definition of lumber. US Patent 6773500 does not disclose 
the instant invention as there is no single product exemplified that meets every 
compositional limitation and it does not exhibit the required properties, such as flexural 
strength.
